Switzerland." 

My gonds, coming from Switzerland, 
can be shipped to England In neutral 
vessels. Most of the goods ordered by 
clients for delivery in the fall are 
ready, and it may be that some of your 
friends may care to receive winter 
goods or at least part of them.
